Chicago's army of union marched 
yesterday in the greatest parade in the his- 
tory of the trade union movement in the 
United States, Seventy-five thousand work- 
ers passed in review before the onlooking 
multitudes, while lest year 46,654, also a 
national record at the time, were in the 
line of march. Not since the money 
of Chicago day, Oct. 9, 1896, when 68,000 per- 
sons marched, have the streets of the city 


echoed to the tramping of such a host. 
Knowing that in numbers the union co- 


‘| horts would exceed anything in the records | 


of Chicago union labor, the leaders bent 
every energy to summoning forth for-spec- 
tacylar, exultant the Whole ot the 
city’s unionized streng They succeeded | 
to the limit of their ambitions. 

Marching in solid phalanx, occupying 
from curb to curb the streets through which 
they went, the twin columns ot the parade 
were four hours in ng a given point. 
Nor did the watchers grow weary of the 
endless procession, for the pictorial appeal 
was equal to the numerical. . 


Toilers Gayly Arrayed. 

Never In Chicago has labor arrayed itself 
80 gayly as it did yesterday. 
tinctive uniforms of each body of the march- 
ers were added bright colors and attractive 
badges. Floats gave the parade a festive 


touch, none the less so because they had a 


significance in keeping with the day. 

It was labor’s holiday as weil as its day for 
displaying its power to the world. 
Neither fact was allowed to be forgotten 
elther in the parade or in the picnic celebra- 
tions of the afternoon. The banners pro- 
claiming the sentiments of the marchers, in 


some instances calling attention to strikes 


now being waged, had for contrast the gala 
features of the parade. The picnics were 
made the scenes of labor speeches of marked 
importance. 

Labor day of 1908, however, will be chiefly 
associated with the size of the parade. The 
pictures will be forgotten, but the numbers 
will not. 


Two Monster Unions. 


Two bodies so outnumbered their fellow | 


organizations that they seemed to dominate 


the procession. From the stockyards came. 


18,941 allied workers of the butchers’ trades, 


From the streets of the city came 17,201 team- 


sters. The one body was four years old, the 
other less than two. 

The new unions, in point of fact, appeared 
almost to have displaced the old. The freight 
handlers, the retail clerks, the stationary 
firemen, and miscellaneous organizations to 
the number of half a dozen were new. The. 
placarded the fact with banners. The older 
orgatiizatione—painters, metal workers, 
woodworkers, carpenters, and machinists— 
were represented by an aggregate of thou- 
sands, but they did not attract the same 
amount of attention as the exuberant, youth- 
ful organizations. 

Women and girls were placed as much in 
the foreground as possibile. Every union to 
boast a feminine membership called out its 
full force. A few of them marched, but this 
strenuous manner of showing enthusiasm 


was avoided by the many. Coaches, vans, 


and carriages carried the majority. 

Two unions who in recent weeks have suf- 

fered decisive defeats in strikes—the cooks, 

hotel and restaurant empioyés, and the laun- 

dry workers—made inconsequential showings 

in the parade. : 
Start of Big Parade.

In his address, which was heard by thou- |

SAM PARKS’ PARADE ASUCCESS. 


Walking Delegate Is Shown Loyalty by : 


the-Men for Whom He Has 
Boomed Unions. 


— 


New York, Sept. 7.—[Special.]—Sam Parks 
had his Sam Parks parade. It was a big 
parade, full to the screaming point of en- 
thusiasm for Sam Parks and his friend, 
“ Big Bill” Devery. An effort was made to 
count the numbér of men in line at the dis- 
persal point under the Washington arch, but 
the confusion resulting from the anxiety of 
the paraders to cheer Sam Parks and shake 
him by the hand made an accurate count 
impossible. The estimates ranged from 
18,000 to 25,000, the weight of opinion being 
on the side of the larger number. Notwith- 
standing the sise of the parade, there were 
many unions which had no representation 
at all. Oe 

Fifteen unions were represented, marching 
as bodies, and a large division of men rep- 
resenting the miscellaneous trades. Last 
year there were twenty-nine unions march- 
ing as units. 

The parade demonstrated the extreme loy- 
alty of the unions that still stand by Parks, 
inasmuch as they were able to turn out t 
about as many men as all twenty-nine of The 
unions turned out a year ago.

One of the bits of excellent advice given 
by President Roosevelt in his Labor day 
address at Syracuse is: i 


If alive to their true interests, rich and poor 
alike will set their faces like flint against the spirit 
which seeks personal advantage by overriding the 
laws, without regard to whether the spirit shows 
itself in the form of bodily violence by one set of 
men or in the form of vulpine cunning by another 
get of men. 


Working men who are alive to their true 
interests will not attack and drive from 
their work other working mén whose only 
crime is that they do not choose to belong to 
some union and assert their inallenable right 
to take vacant jobs. Men who are alive to 
their true interests do not organize monopo 
lies to rob the public. They do not get up 
great overcapitalized industrial corpora- 
tions whose watered stock ignorant people 


The difficulty is that the working men 
who maltreat nonunionists and the promot- 
ers and would-be monopolists do not admit 
‘that they are working against their own 
true interests or those of the community. 
The labor leaders say that the men who 
will not join and act with unions to raise 
wages are traitors, are enemies of the com- 
monwealth. The organizers of the combines 
say they are working for the public good as 
well as making money fdr themselves—that 
they are reducing the cost of production and 
thus cheapening goods for the masses. 

It is necessary to enlighten men as to what 
are their true interests before they can be 
convinced that a certain course of conduct 
is against those interests. The labor lead- 
ers think that whatever raiges, wages or 
gives “ organized labor a monopoly cannot 
be against the true interests of working- 
men. The men.who get up the great indus- 
trial combines do not believe that the vul- 
pine cunning” which enriches them can be 
against their true interests. 

It will take a great deal of persistent argu- 
ment to turn the labor men and the promot- 
ers from an occasional resort to violence 
and fraud. Indeed, argument alone never 
will suffice, and the public will have to de- 
pend on enforcement of existing laws and 
whatever new laws may be necessary for 
protection against fraud and force.

THE POLICE AND THE HOODLUMS. 

It is a hopeful sign that at last the police 
have discovered there are hoodlums and 
boys on the way to become hoodlums, It 
is likely they never would have discovered 
it had not the hoodlums, encouraged by 
past immunity, turned their attention to 
the police themselyes. Heretofore the po- 
lice have been insensible o hoodlumism, 
even when their attention was called to it 
by suffering citizens. Sometimes the hood- 
lums plied their avocation in the shadow 
of a police station. ven then the police 
could not or would not see them. Protests 
were either sniffed at or disregarded. Now 
chat hoodlums have dared to annoy, and in 
some cases to attack, the police, it is, possi- 
ble something may be done to check 
growing evil. | 

The hoodlum has had a free rein so long 
that at last he commits his depredations 
openly, knowing that the police will not 
interfere with him and that citizens gen- 
erally dare not. The result is that today 
there is scarcely a section of the city, as 
Lieut.

There has been no law, publie or private, 
to govern him, no danger of public arrest 
or domestic punishment. Now that-he has 
been emboldened to invade play grounds 
maintained by the city and defy the police 
guarding those grounds, the police have 
discovered him, and perhaps will suppress 
him, so far as the municipal play grounds 
are concerned. When they have done this 
perhaps they will relieve suffering prop 
erty owners also.

Merry del Val, who holds the rank of arch- 
bishop in partibus infidelium, has been ful- 
fillimg the duties of secretary of state ever 
since the office was vacated by Cardinal Ram- 
polla on the death of Leo XIII., signing all 


communications with his name as “ prosec- | 


retary of state,” and has sucdeeded in ren- 


pontiff and has given so much satisfaction 
in his dealings with the foreign ambassadors 
accredited to the holy see that itis extremely 
probable that Pius X. will confirm him in the 
post, conferring upon him the dignity of car- 
dinal at the forthcoming consistory, in order 
to endow him with the rank in the church 
that by tradition.and custom is associated 
with the dignity of the secretaryship of state. 

Of course an appointment of this kind would 
be bitterly resented by the prelates of the cu- 
ria who insist that thesecretaryship of state, 
like the tiara itself, should always be held 
by an Italian, and Mgr. Merry del Val, who 
has on several occasions visited the United 
States, happens to be a Spaniard. It may be 
remembered that at one moment during the 
reign of Leo XIII. there was talk of appoint- 
ing the monsignor to the post of papal dele- 
gate at Washington. But his name was with- 
drawn in consequence of the objections raised 


here to the idea of nominating a Spaniard _ 
to such a missio 


n. 

It is a mistake to describe the monsignor 
as being the son of an English mother. It 
was his mother’s mother who was English, 
and his own mother, née Zulietta, spent most 
of her youth in England, to which shesubse- 
quently returned as wife of Sefior Merry del 
Val, when the latter was Spanish ambassador 
to the court of St. James. I remember her as 


ways exquisitely dressed, which is so rare 
with Spanish women, her dark eyes con- 
trasting with her snow white hair. Indeed, 
she was wonderfully popular, alike with the 
diplomatic corps and with the English great 
world, who, owing to her perfect English, 
were wont to regard her as one of them- 
selves rather than as a foreigner.

Merry del Val become secretary of 
state, it will mean a fresh lease of life to 
the present dynasty of Spain, which at the 
time of the election of Pius X. appeared to

For the 
val family is devoted to Alfonso XIII. and to 
his mother. Indeed, the young king had for 
several years one of the Merry del Vals as his 
tutor, subjecting him to many pranks and 
practical jokes. 


The house which the duke and duchess of 
Marlborough are building in London on the 
site of the old Curzon chapel, in Curson 
street, Mayfair, is now approaching comple- 
tion, and all the scaffolding by which it has 
been until now concealed from view has been 
removed.

We cannot 93 this question of the 
rule of the frying pan without knowing | 
something about the pow he in question— 
fat. Fats stand next te proteids, tissue 
formers in our daily food, and are the great- 
est heat givers. They should constitute 
about one-sixth of our daily fare. They 
eonsist of both fat and oils, the former the 
solidified form, the latter the liquid. In 

we find fats in animal tissue, and 
oils in many forma from vegetable life, of 
which olive oll is the most familiar, and 
here in America the cotton seed contributes 
ene of the greatest deceivers in contributing 
an oil that travels under the alias of olive 
oil. Milk yields the most digestive fat there 
is in cream. Among anima! fats, drippings 
saved by the prudent housewife and lard 
form the matertals widely used in the aw 
os instrument of the — pan. 


These oils, for oh te fats are oils, are di- 
| vided into two classes by the chemist, 
volatile amd fixed oils. The former raised 
to a certain heat evaporate, the latter do 
mot evaporate, but separate into several 
elements, and hereby hangs the tale. Wa- 
ter evaporates at the temperature of 212 de- 
grees F., oil of peppermint at 840 degrees, 
but the latter does not separate into its vari- 
ous elements until 400 degrees are reached. 

Now, any experienced cook gasps as she 
reads this, and says she knows lard bolls 
because she sees it every day. If she is 

enced she has seen the water boiling 
out of the hot fat, and again if she is experi- 
enced she waits until that stage is passed 
and the oil quietly gets hotter and hotter 
until it begins to smoke, which means that 
it has reached the point of separation, there 
by becoming indigestible. 

Now, vegetable oils reach a higher degree 
of heat before this separation begins, and 
are, therefore, better for deep frying. They 
do not scorch so easily and can be used re- 
property cased for.

The foods cooked are apt to reach the honey 
eonsistency when egg is —e or in meat the 
albumen if often hardened. Another fault 
here is extravagance, for fat once used to 
the point of separating into its elements 
is lost forever; while fat carefully watched 
and allowed to do its work just below the 
temperature of separation can be used many, 
many times and becomes a good and faith- 
ful servant. | 


Another fault 3 must not de lost 
sicht of is one which may occur in either 
frying pan or kettle. If the crumbs are too 
large or the fat not hot enough, fat soaks 
into the food and spoils its digestion and 
its taste. And this brings us to the diges- 
tion of fat.. While it plays a useful part 
and is absolutely necessary in the human 
machine, it must be given in à form easily 
managed. Cream ranke first, butter next, 
olive oll next. Now, whem the oil has soaked 
into the food, instead of chemically chang- 
ing the outside, each particle becomes coat- 
ed with fat, which the digestive juices only 
partly dissolve, and the real food inside 
goes unused. Where dissociated or sep- 
arated fat is eaten, fatty acids are taken 
into the stomach. Many a doctor has 
ordered cod liver oll because he thought that 
the fat taken in diet was either too little or 
presented in a form which is indigestible, 
when cream or butter would be more easily 


managed. 
Let us bid farewell to the ubiquitous fry- 
ing pan and hail the deep frping kettle with 
its vegetable oil, giving an even brown sur-

Clean and cut him 
and the other fellow into small pieces, 
break the bones, flatten, dip la melted but- 
ter, then in crumbs, and fry brown with two 
sliced onions. Cover with stcck, season with 
a teaspoon of salt, and add two green pep- 
pers, seeds removed, sliced, and lightly fried 
in butter. Cover closely and simmer for two 
hours. Half an hour before serving add a 
cupful of mushrooms, wiped clean and broken 
into bits. Slightly thicken the gravy. 

With the squirrel scalloped peas or beans 
are delicious. Make a cream sauce of two 
tablespoonfuls melted butter, into which rub 
smooth two tablespoonfuls flour, and stir in 
enough milk to make the right consistency 
when cooked. Into a buttered baking dish 
or scalloped shells put alternate layers of 
finely grated bread crumbs, cooked: peas or 
beans—if beans, they must be chopped—the 
sauce and grated cheese until the dish is full, 
ending with buttered bread crumbs. Brown 
the bread crumbs and heat through just be- 
fore offering to your delighted diners. 


A Sewing Room You Ought to Know— 

The walls are papered in light yellow. 

The floor is laid with plain light yellow 
matting. 

The windows are hung with low sash cur- 
tains besides the shades.

“Report in 1901 Against Reduction. 
Then, in 1901, a special council commit- 
tee composed of Ald.
